COMMISSION HANDLES 
COMPLEX ASB FINANCES = 


“Never, in the history of Hartnell, has the Associated 
Students over-all budget operated in the red,” smilingly 


stated Mr. Sid Ahtye, Hartnell’s comptroller. “It has just | 


never happened, that’s all.” 

“How. does. Hartnell’s Finance 
Commission conipare with other 
junior colleges?” Mr. Ahtye was 
asked. ; 

“Few other junior colleges dele- 
gate as much student authority 
and control to their student. and 
finance commissions as Hartnell 
does,” the comptroller explained. 
“Surplus varies each school year 
and a tentative one for this 1960- 
1961 period will be around $4,000, 
so far as is known at this point. 
Our students are doing a good 
job and will have handled about 
$29,027 this year,” he stated. 

Mr. Ahtye, an expert in the 
field of finance, and Miss June 
Handley make no mention of 
their own important part in the 
joint effort with the student com- 
missions in the successful han- 
dling of the budget. 

In the spring of each school 
year the current budget com- 
mittee meets and appoints a 
commissioner of finance who, in 
turn, once approved by Hartnell’s 
Student Commission, selects his 
finance committee. During March, 
April and May, much work is 
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done in preparationg for , the 
forthcoming budget. 

Revenues and expenditures are 
estimated on past years’ require- 
ments, supplemented by estimated 
incomes and expenditures as re- 
quired by the various clubs and 
advisers applying for funds. 

Student activities, athletics, 
awards, cultural activities ,insur- 
ance, and many others are. some 
of the expenditures. Student body 
dues, athletic incomes, coin ma- 
chines and student store income 
are some of the major revenues. 

Commissioner of finance re- 
ceives $90 per month for which 
he” works approximately 15 or 
more hours a week. 

“How did you get your job?” 
was asked of Richard Logue, fi- 
nance commissioner. 

“My. instructor in accounting 
submitted my name to the budget 
committee with several others. I 
was interviewed by Mr. Ahtye, 
and Miss Handley, and took a 
test. My name was then sub- 
mitted to the Associated Students 
and I was elected. I appointed 
Charles Dudley, Kenneth Marsh, 
Walter Sorensen and Linda Wong 
to the finance committee,” Rich- 
ard explained, (Richard’s mod- 
estly omitted to mention his “A” 
in accounting.) 

“What do I do?” Richard asked 
in answer to the same query. “I 
keep books for the Associated Stu- 


dents, pay bills for clubs and 
keep all accounts and balances to 
date. We receive requisitions 


signed by authorized advisers or 
students, and submit them to the 
Hartnell Student Commission. On 
approval we issue purchase or-

Lieutenant Commanders Walt 
McGreevy, Bethel Hume _ and 
Glen Stokes, accompanied by Don 
Camburn, ADI, will conduct in- 
terviews. and answer questions 
about all the aviation programs 
offered the young college man 
aboard the modern Naval Avia- 
tion Information Van. The van 
is attractively equipped with avia- 
tion displays and the latest models 
of naval aircraft. 

The four-year college man is 
eligible to apply for the aviation 
officer gandidate program. He 
must be between the ages of 19 
and 26, meet the mental and phys- 
ical requirements, and be moti- 
vated to fly.
